Following announcement that the 
atate bad been compelled to bverrow 
“2.100 to pay for construction of the 
new electric chair at Milledgeville, 
Governor Clifford Walker Weddesday 
outlined several plans he has in view 
fer future economies in administra- 
tion of state government. 

The electric chair was installed by 
R. E. Turner, Atlanta city electrician, 
unJer authorization of an act passed 
by the last legislature. No provision 
for payment was made in tie bill, 
however, it being expected that the 
expenses could be met out of the state 
contingent fund. Governor - Walker 
pointed out, however, that _appropria- 
tion for this fund is only $25,000 and 
a laree part of it is taken up by vari- 
ous expenses of the legislature itself 
and Other eet expenditures which have 
to be met. Practically all incidental 
expenses at the capitol, such as print- 
ing bills, and telephone charges, have 
io he met out of this fund, as well 
as rental of the governor’s mansion 
and other similar expenditures. 

Appropriation Exhausted. 

The appropriation for maintenance 
of the state capitol and grounds al- 
ready has been exhausted and the 
contingent fund is in a badly depleted 
state. 

Several departments are making ex- 
tensive alterations in their offices 
this year, the governor said. Expenses 
of this work nre being met entirely 
ent of funds of different departments. 
The public service commiesion and 
the offices of the state game and fish 
commissioner are making the most 
extensive alterations. 

Az an economy move. the private 
telephone exchange at the capitol is 
to he abolished and straight line tele- 
phones into different departments 
substituted. Another proposal calls 
for nae of state convicts at the capitol 
for janitor service, which would result 
in a reduction of several thousand 
dollars in the annual payroll at the 
statehouse.

Judge W. D. Ellis De- 
clares No Actual Crisis 
Had Arisen as Result of 
Halting Trolley Service. 


Decision on Judge Newt A. Morris’ 
suit for a receiver for the Atlanta 
Northern railway will be rendered by 
Judge W. D. Ellis Friday morning at 
8 o'clock in Fulton superior court. 

The hearing, which began Monday 
morning, was not concluded urail Wed- 
nesday afternoon, when Attorney Ben 
Conyers, in behalf of the railway com- 
pany, and Judge Morris delivered con- 
cluding arguments. Judge Ellis an- 
nounced that he would render a deti- 


sion Friday morning and ordered cuurt | 


to reconvene at that time. 

Judge Morris spoke for almost two 
hours. He declared that the State 
Publie Service co: .nission had been 
created for the purpose of protect- 
ing interests, both of the public and 
corporations serving the public. and 
that violations of rules and regula- 
tions prescribed for corporate inter 
ests, coming under jurisdiction of the 
commission, were flagrant violations 
of the laws of the state. 

Judge Sees No Crisis. 

Judge Ellis suggested that the law 
did not “require impossible or confis- 
catory things vf corporations,” in his 
opinion, and that no crisis Wad arisen 
to necessitate a receiver's appoint- 
ment. Judge Ellis explained tknt his 
suggestions were made in ay effort 
to shorten «rguments in the case. 

“There is no doubt that when the 
state grants a charter certain things 
are required,” he said, “but the state 
contemplates that a reasonable com- 
pensation shall result. I cannot con- 
ceive of law requiring that any indi- 
vidual or corporation do impossible 
things or confiscatory things.” 

In discussing the receivership 
plea, Judge Ellis said ix his opinion 
no actual crisis had arisen on account 
of stopping car service. He pointed 
out that if Marietta had no other 
means of transportation, if it was 
heatless and without lights, then per- 
haps the court would be justified 
in appointing a receiver. 

“But Marietta has two railroads, 
as well as bus lines and automobiles 
to relieve the situation,” he con- 
cluded. 

Satisfactory Remuneration. 

Mr. Conyers resumed his argument 
following the remarks of Judge Ellis. 
He maintained that the law contem- 


that the question is whether the com- 
pany had a right to suspend it in the 
manner it did. 

“According to the law,” he said, 
“this company should have gone be- 
fore the public service commission and 
asked for a raise in fares or other 
relief. Inferentially, the law expressiy 
prohibits arbitrary cessation of 
| service.” 


Judge Interrupts. 
Judge Elis interrupted him here 
and arked: 


“Could the company go before the 
public service commission now after it 
has stopped its service?’ 

“No more than an escaped convict 
could write a judge that he was com- 
ing hack to serve his term under cer- 
tain conditions,” Judge Morris re- 
plied. “This company, under the 
‘law, must continue to serve the pub- 
lie until it surrenders its charter.” 
| “There is a way for railroads in 
Georgia to cease operation, if that 
operation is being done at a loss,” 
Judge Morris said, “but the Atlanta 
Northern railway either didn’t know 
it. or didn’t care to know it. Its 
officials did not set out to cease 
operation through due process of law 
They just stopped it.” 

Judge Morris quoted from the 1918 
ect of the Georgia legislature in an 
effort to show that railroads in the 
state are not forced to operate at 
a loss necessarily, provided they go 
nbout seeking relief in due process o 
law. 

Ben Conyers’ Argument. 

“That kind of argument cuts no ice 
in this particular instance,” declared 
Attorney Ben Conyers, representing 
the Atlanta Northern railway, “and 
Judge Morris knows that it doesnt. 
If the contract simply authorizes a 
company to render a public service, 
there is no law which will compel it,

He is an unfortunate 
investor, but the law grants an un- 
fortunate investor no right to make 
others assume his losses and that’s 
exactly what the petitioner in this in- 
stance is seeking to do.” 

Mr. Conyers then quoted from de- 
tisions handed down by the supreme 
court of the United States and the 
supreme court of Georgia to substan- 
tiate his contention that railroad 


companies cannot be forved to con 


tinue unprofitable operaticn and to 


' show that certain conditions may jus- 


tify abandonment. 

“In some states,” said Mr. Conyers, 
“the law gives general creditors and 
stockholders the right to ask the court 
to intervene in the administration and 
operation of public service companies, 
but that doesn’t hold in Georgia. In 
this state not even a general creditor 
is permitted to seek intervention and 
in this instance the petitioner is neith- 
er a-general creditor nur a stock- 
holder. 

e: Same Principles Involved. 
Every case he has cited hag in- 
volved making an unprofitable busi- 
ness run On and on despite the losses 
that are incurred in the operation. 
The same principles are involved in 
this case and the weight of authorities 
on the question is. in direct contradic- 
tion to the views he has expressed. 
“The petitioner doesn’t seem able 
to grasp the fact that the Atlanta 
Northern railway has abandoned the 
entire system. Not just a portion of 
the trolley wire. Not just one cross- 
tie. Not just one rail. It has aban- 
doned everything. It has not another 
penny to devote to its unprofitable 
operation and has abandoned it. 
Higher fares, under conditions as they 
exist now, will not be of material -as- 
sistance in making it a profitable line. 

“The laws of this state say that if 
a service is devoted to serving the 
people of the state, that service mus' 
be regulated by the public, but laws 
also bring out that this regulation 
must be reasonable and not arbitrarv. 
It is beyond the power of congress or 
state to:'make a railroad continue un- 
profitable operation and laws are i.- 
tended not only to protect the people 
who depend upon the lines for trans- 
portation, but also to protect people 
who have invested their money in 
them.”

tion or corporation to operate unon or 
along any nart of the public streets, 
roads or alleys within ‘the curwporate 
limits of the town of East Lake any 
motor vehicle for the transportation 
of passengers for hire not operated 
upon rails, indiscriminately receiv 
ing or discharging passengers, or run 
ning on a reguiar route or over anv 
portion thereof, or between fixed ter- 


This ordinance shall not apply 
to sight-seeing tusses nor shall it ap- 
ply to what are generally known as 
taxicabs called thy the residents of 
East Lake or the members. visitors 
or employees of the East Lake Coun- 
try club of the Atlanta Athletie elub.

Pn one of your articles you said:

“tidy se e ch engorgement of the 
iver oes any food, swoldid or 
liquid, pass throuch the liver? Should 
such liquids as soup, milk or orange 
juice be masticated? (Mrs. J.. E.) | 
é Answer.—Here is «what I said: 
“Excessive eating, the habit of eat- 
ing too fast, which necessarily means 
gulping down unmasticated or ineom- 
pletely masticated food, insures such 
engorgement of the liver.” “Such en- 
sorgement” referred to the state of 
portal congestion which I had just de- 
scribed, in a discussion about piles. 
Of course, food does not pass through 
the li ™r, but the wroducts «1 digesticn 
are carried through the portal vein to 
the liver. It is eseential to masticate 
all foods of the carbohydrate cluss, 
which includes vezetables and fruits 
and greens, as well as cereals and 
cereal products, eugars and the like. 
[t is not essential to masticate or 
try to masticate wilk, soups or other 
liquids, Sometimes it is advisable to 
sip euch liquids very slowly, if the 
digestion jis feeble.

Scope of Original Amend- 
ment by Senator John- 
son Considerably Broad- 


ened Before Passage. 


Washington, January 21.—The sen- 


ate today formally called on Secretary 
Hughes for a copy of the much dis- 
cussed Paris reparations agreement, 
together with such information con- 
cerning its negotiation “as may be rel- 
evant to a full understanding of its 
terms.” 


There was neither discussion of nor 
a record yote on the resolution of 
inquiry, offered last week by Senato1 
Johnson, republican, California, one 
of the irreconcilables on the Versail- 
les treaty, and approved today with 
an amendment broadening its scope 
By the foreign relations committee 
just before the senate met. 

Secretary Hughes declined to dis- 
cuss the senate’s action, but it was 
suggested in some quarters that the 
secretary of state would take ful) ad- 
vantage of the clause in the resolu 
tion calling for the text and report 
“if not incompatible with the pub 
lic interest.” 


Full Publication Undesirable. 


While the secretary has announced 
that he will make publie the text ol 
the agreement as soon as it is re 
ceived from Paris, some administra: 
tion supporters cuntend that publi 
cation of the details of the actual ne 
gotiations between Ambassador Kel- 
logg, the secretary-of-state-designate, 
and the representatives of the allied 
and associated powers would not be 
desirable,

Under Scope of Congress. 

In this connection, it was pointed 
out that congress had assumed full 
authority over the settlement of war 
debts to the United States by allied 
and associated powers, and that the 
l’aris agreement dealt with the debt 
of Germany for the maintenance of 
ihe American army of occupation on 
the Rhine. 

In the form originally offered by 
Senator Johnson, before Secretary 
Itughes issued his statement declar- 
ing that the United States was not 
obligated under the settlement to take 
any action in the event of the failure 
of Germany to pay reparations, the 
resoiution merely called upon the 
state department for a copy of the 
agreement. 

In the foreign relations committee, 
however, Chairman Borah offered an 
umendment under which Mr. Hughes 
would have been asked specifically 
whether Ambassador Kellogg had at 
any time during the negotiations sug- 
gested a reservation that the agree- 
ment should not be construed as bind- 
ing the United States im the repara- 
tions settlement. 

Accept’ Pepper Substitute. 

Senators Pepper, of Pennsylvania, 
and Willis, of Ohio, republicans, op- 
posed this amendment, and the com- 
mittee finally accepted without di- 
vision a substitute proposed by Sen- 
ator Pepper, calling for a report on 
the negotiations themselves.

A voluntary reduction in rates to 
wholesale or industrial customers has 
been put into effect by the Macon 
Gas company, it was announced in a 
new rate schedule filed with the 
Georgia public service commission on 


Wednesday. While the percentage of 
reduction varies according to the 
amount of gas consumed by the cus- 
tomer, in some cases the slash was 
as high as 50 per cent. 

Reason for the reduction is given 
as a tendency among consumers to 
return to the use of coal and coke.

Under the new schedule, the con- 
sumer using 10,000 cubic feet of gas 
will pay a rate of $1.50 per thou- 
sand instead of $1.65; for the next 
10,000 feet the rate ‘s to be $1.25 
instead of $1.55; for the next 10,000, 
$1 instead of $1.55: for the next 
20,000, 70 cents instead of $1.40, anid 
all over 50.000, 50 cents instead of 
$1.40 per thousand. 

In addition to the gas rate, there 
will be a service charge of $4.50 for 
the first 100 cuhic feet per hour of 
demand, $3.50 for each additional 100 
cubie feet per hour of demand. The 
adoption of the new rate, with the 
service charge, is made optional to 
consumers.

Smith, democrat, South Carolina, i 
thor of the cotton futures act de-| 
clared today that he would “investi- 
gate to the very bottom” complaints 
of President Hayne of the New Or- 
leans Cotton exchange of “erroneous 
cotton reports which worked to the 
disadvantage of the farmers.” 

he South Carolina senator de 
clared he intended to communicate 
with leading cotton statisticians in 
the country in an effort to get the 

‘actual facts” on world consumption 
and production to compare with the 
government reports. 


New Orleans, January 21.—Frank 
B. Hayne, president of the New Or- 
leans Cotton exchange, today teile- 
graphed Senators Ransdell, of Louisi- 
ana, and Smith, of South Carolina, 
eharging that the United States cen- 
sus through an “erroneous and inatcu- 
rate” report of the world’s consump- 
tion of cotton for the year ending Juiy 
31, 1924, had cost the south many 
millions of dollars. 

Mr. Hayne said in his telegram that 
in its report on, November 14 the cen- 
sus bureau placed the world’s cou- 
sumption at 19,400,000 bales and re- 
peated these estimates in its Decem- 
ber 13 statement. On January 16, he 
said, the bureau made a plus correc- 
tion of 582,000 bales in the consump- 
tion estimates, increasing the total to 
19,982,000 bales, without warning vor 
explaining the discrepancy from its 
November and December estimates. 
If it had been known in November 
that the consumption was 4582,00U 
bales more than that previously stated 
the south probably would have re- 
ceived at least a cent a pound more 
for its cotton during the marketing 
season, Mr. Hayne said. 

He requested the senators to take 
up the matter with the proper authori- 
ties and protest against the issuance 
of what he declared were “injuriously 
erroneous statements.”

ALLIES WILL REPLY 


70 GERMAN PROTEST 


Paris, January 21.—(By the As- 
sociated Dress.) —The allies have de- 
cided to reply to the recent German 
note of protest against the continued 
occupation of the Cologne bridgehead, 
The exchanges of views which have 
been going on between the chancel- 
lories have resulted in approach to an 
ayreement as to the text of the reply 
which it is understood will go further 
into details regarding the cases of al- 
legel violations of the treaty ‘lis- 
armament clauses than the preceding 
note, but in a rather softer tone. 

The allies now have in senarate re- 
ports from the members of the mili- 
tary control mission nearly all the 
elements expected in the final report 
on the military situation in Germany 
and will probably deal with the ques- 
tion decisively in the near future 
through the council! of ambassadors. 

The contention of the allies, based 
on preliminary reports from the cou- 
trol mission, that Germany had by no 
means completed compHance with the 
disarmament clauses of the Versaill-s 
treaty, was set forth in the previous 
note to Germany as the reason why the 
Cologne area cculd not be evacuated 
January 10 as provided for by the 
terms of the Treaty of Versailles, 
contingent upon Germany's fulfill- 
ment of the treaty’s requirements in 
other respects.

New capital issues in this country reached a record high volume 
last year $5,427,000,000. The figure given does not include issues that 
were offered for refunding purposes, an addition that would have brought 
the grand total, other than “governments,” to $6,133,003,622. 

Four issues reached or exceeded the hundred million-dcllar mark. 
The largest was the $150,000,000 loan to Japan, but the year brought 
a sale of $150,000,000 in stock by the American Telephone and Tele- 
graph company. The German loan accounted for $110,000,000 and the 
French loan for $100,000,000. Something over a half dozen issues 
were for $50,000,000 or more. : 

Utilities Took 40 Per Cent. , 

Some interesting things are revealed in a compilation of new issues 
for. 1924. The study shows that whereas our railroads in 1920 were re- 
sponsible for $377,879,500 of the financing, or 12.7 per cent of the 
total, in 1924, they issued no less than $938,196,969 in securities, or 
25.7 per cent of the total. 

Investors generally know that increasing amounts have gone into 
public utility enterprises, but few realize the extent of the change. In 
1920 public utilities accounted for $496,822,550, or 16.8 per cent, of 
the corporation financing, but by 1924 the total had reached $1,456,- 
943,527, or 40 per cent, of the total. 

Land and building financing increased from $92,403,047 in 1929 
ae more than three times that total in 1924, or to §$300,- 

While the total volume of corporate financing has increased sub- 
stantially as compared with 1920, the industrial financing has fallen off 
smartly. Industrial issues fell well over a billion dollars from 1920 to 
1924, or from $1,838,359,920 to $744,247,725. 

Money Going to Foreign Fields. 

Now that the United States is a creditor nation, material increases 
would have been expected in the amounts loaned to foreign governments 
and foreign corporations.- Such a shift in capital outflow during 1924 
was in point of fact among the most significant developments. 

Foreign governments borrowed only $291,000,000 in 1920, but 
took $828,005,000 in 1924, the corresponding increase in toreign cor- 
poration issues being from $39,925,655 to $279,646,000. In other 
words, the total of all foreign issues grew from $336,925,655 in 1929 
to $1,107,651,000 in 1924, or more than trebled. Another way to loox 
at the thing is to examine the increasing proportion of our total capital 
issues that is going for foreign uses. Foreign loans accounted for some- 
thing like 9.80 per cent of our total new issues in 1920, 13.70 per cent 
on the average for 1920-1923 and 17.7 per cent during 1924. Thrs 


such ‘salaries are not wholly for ser 
vices rendered, but that the exces 
sive payments are a distribution of 
earnings upon stock and subject to 
treatment as a dividend. 

An ostensible salary may be in part 
payment of property, for example 
where a partnership sells out to a 
corporation, the former partners 
agreeing to remain in the service 0) 
the corporation. In such case it ma* 
be found that the salaries paid the 
former partners are not merely for 
services, but in part constitute pay 
ment for the transfer of their bus- 
iness. The amount of the excess 
should be treated by the payor as a 
capital expenditure, which is not de- 
ductible, and by the recipient as part 
of the purchase price. 

A person who claims a deduction 
for wages or salary paid himsélt 
should report the amount as. income, 
just as any other wages or salary re- 
ceived. Salaries -as wages paid by 
a parent to a minor child who has 
not been emancipatel—allowed con- 
trol of his earnings—whether in con- 
sideration of services or otherwise, 
are not allowable deductions. 


Salaries paid employees constitute 
one of the largest items of business 
expenses in the returns of many tax 
payers. To be allowed, such a de- 
duction must conform closely to the 
wording of the statute by which it is 
defined as “a reasonable allowance 
for salaries or other compensatiou 
for personal services already ren 


dered.” The test of deductibility is 
whether the amounts paid are .reag- 
onable, and whether they wre, in fact, 
purely for personal services. 
Amounts paid as compensation, but 
not in fact as the purchase price of 
services, are not deductible. For ex- 
ample, an ostensible salary paid by 
a corporation may be the distribution 
of a dividend on stock. This may bk 
the procedure in the case of a cor- 
poration having few stockholders all 
of whom draw salaries. If in such e@ 
case the salaries are in excess of those 
ordinarily paid for similar services 
and the excessive payments corre- 
pond or bear close relationship to the 
stockholdings of the officers or em 


ployees, it would seem likely that

$100,000 against the organization 
and three men as codefendants; the 
the promise of Rev. M. B. Miller, 
deposed exalted cyclops of the Athens 
chapter, to issue a statement short- 
ly in which he will “place the re- 
sponsibility for the unfortunate turn, 
which the klan affair has _ taken, 
where it rightfully belongs,” and an 
elitorial attacking the organization, 
today were developments in the sen- 
sation.| “Athens vice cases.” 

Johnson’s statement was _ issued 
in vindication of Athens  klansmen, 
and scored tactics of klan officials 
in handling the matter as they did. 
He repudiates the “one man system,” 
which gtves one man the right to 
oust members. - 

The suit was filed by Mrs. E. T. 
Epps, mentioned trequently in the 
connection with the “evidence” ee- 
cured by T..C. Husted. alleged klan 
investigator. She names as defend- 
ants the klan, Husted, Dr. H. D. Cof- 
fee and B. Dunaway, all of whom were 
indicted recently in connection with 
information bared by Husted and his 
coworkers. Mrs. Lipps was indicted on 
a charge of selling liquor, but her 
ease was thrown out of court by ac- 
tion of the solicitor. Mre. Epps’ suit 
was filed in Clarke county superior 
court today. 

Deposed Officers Hit Back.

The couing of Dr. Galtsoff at this 
particular time is of peculiar inter- 
est to the oyster industry of Georgia, 


following reports that a typhoid epi- 
demic in the north and east has been 
charged to oysters gathered frow 
northern waters. 

No Chance Here. 

There is no possibility of the Geor- 
gia oyster being contaminated, de- 
clared Dr. Galtsoff on Wednesday. 

“While of course 1 have not had 
time to make a scientific examina 
tion on this point,’ he declared, “1 
is sufficient to look at the map of 
your coast and see that there is no 
possibility of such contamination. If 
oysters are responsible for the spread 
of typhoid in the north—and this has 
not been decided yet—they are con 
taminated from sewage which flows 
to their beds from the rivers. There 
isn’t an oyster bed on the coast of 
Georgia which possibly could be 
reached by any such discharge from 
any stream or river.” 

This assurance that Georgia Sys. 
ters are pure was extremely gratify- 
ing to Commissioner Twitty, “We 
should let the world know that, 
whether other oysters are safe or nol, 
Georgia oysters are absolutely beyoud 
question,’ said the commissioner. 

Commissioner Twitty also pointed 
out that Georgia oysters are packed 
under ideal conditions, due to the fact 
that all the canneries in this state are 
comparatively small, thus allowing 
direct personal supervision in all their 
operations. 

It is understood the packers’ meet- 
ing in Savannah is to devise ways and 
means of informing the oyster-loviug 
public that Georgia oysters are albso- 
lutely safe from typhoid contamination 
aud in working out details for various 
branches of their industry. 

Dr. Galtsoff stands well over six 
feet and weighs more than 200 pounds. 
Ili the balance of the czar’s armies 
were men like him it is hard to under- 
stand how the Germans were able to 
stand before them. 

He was a lieutenant in the Volinsx 
regiment for three years during the 
world war, he said, serving first on 
the Galicia and later on the Polish 
front. He is most decidedly not a sup- 
porter of the soviet regime, or bolshe- 
viki, in Russia. 

A Moscow Graduate. 


A graduate of the University of 
Moscow, he held a government pozai- 
tion at Sebaetopol, in the Crimea, un- 
der the old Russian government. His 
home was in Moscow and, he remark- 
ed, he “unfortunately kept that home, 
with all bis valuable in its safe,” when 
he went to his post in Sebastopol. 
When the bolsheviki seized the reins 
of government the first thing they did 
Was to confiscate all safes and their 
contents.
